Several interesting units on China and Japan were studied as the Sino-Japanese question furnished an excellent intro- 
duction. 

Current reports, maps, charts, graphs, booklets, interesting book reviews, and worthwhile talks by missionaries furnished 
suitable activities for units. From this study the group realized that missionaries have helped awaken China, that poor transpor- 
tation and communication facilities make for disunity, and that comparative illiteracy is in accord with the comparative progress 
of the country. 

The basis for all unity and co-operation in the United States was studied through our constitution. 

The present European question led to a study of Europe. Interest was shown in the empires that have been built and 
have fallen. 

In the spring of the year, recreation furnished a fitting introduction to a study of personal health and physical improvement. 

Local organizations were considered as a means of expressing aesthetic impulses. 


SIXTH GRADE 


Early in the year the sixth grade studied the discovery and 
exploration of America. Time was devoted to a survey of 
farms and farm crops in the United States. 

After Christmas this grade became acquainted with Asia as 
particular attention was given to its ancient history and to the 
changes which have come with Western influence. 

The center of interest in the early spring was nature hob- 
bies. This unit encompassed a study of the universe, the 
causes of eclipses, earthquakes, and volcanoes, and by what 
means people get these facts about the world. 

During the last part of the year they studied the continents 
of Africa and Europe. As a review of the year’s work, they 
summed up the changes that have taken place in the world due 
to the use of the machine and the changes in the food eaten 
by people, the clothing worn, the travel, education, recreation, 
and customs.

Daniel 
Boone, Lewis and Clark, and the Bird Woman were found io be typical pioneers 
opening the unsettled west. Stories of their travels in cOvered wagons, pony express 
ricers, good times on the frontier, the making of the fort and stockades, and lives 
of the pioneers themselves were put into pioneer booklets. A small fort and stock- 
ade was built on the floor in the room. 

The Colonial Life in Virginia was made real by the construction of a Colonial 
Plantation in the room. From their study of the adjustments that these frontiers- 
men had to make, the fourth grade acquired an understanding and appreciation of 
various aspects of frontier life.

The Third Grade took imaginary trips by steamboat and airplane to various countries 
of different climates and surfaces to learn how the people live and why their ways of 
living are different from ours. They also learned why plants and animals grow and live 
in the countries which are their homes. 

The first visit took us to the Belgian Congo in the heart of Africa. The black boy has 
to build his home of the materials the hot, wet land yields him. His clothing is scanty 
both because it is so hot and because of the lack of materials. The hot, dry land gives the 
little friends of the Arabian Desert a different adaptation from the little black boy. The 
Eskimo has to adapt himself to a land of ice and snow. The Swiss people have to work 
hard to adapt themselves to a land of high mountains. As this country was viisted in the 
spring, the children were especially interested in the wild flowers of the mountains. At 
Christmas time, they visited ten countries. It was quite interesting to learn what Santa 
Claus is called in many lands. In all countries visited, special emphasis was placed on 
health, safety and character traits. 

Various activities were carried on to convey to us the ways of living in many lands. 
Such activities were: reading books, reading stories, telling stories, writing stories, spell- 
ing needed words, making reports, enjoying poems, listening to victrola records, singing 
songs, making maps, studying maps, drawing flags, drawing pictures, making posters, 
collecting pictures, making houses, keeping records, making animals and people and 
measuring materials.

As the First Grade is the beginning of the child’s school life, it is necessary to make it a pleasant and 
home-like experience, as well as create in him a desire to read.

Writing and numbers came into their program when the need and interest arose.

They learned by being thrown with a group how to take care of their own materials, as well as helping 
take care of other people’s materials and how to respect the rights of others. Self-government was practiced 
to a very great extent, by making many of their own standards and seeing that each child lived up to them.
